hat. The emergency Ir^ltlcal and will not 
be overcome. by continued contusion hi Wash- 
ington. ; ■ ■ • 

In thb connection there Is another hopelul 
sign. Under the pressure of constructive crlt- 
iclshi, .lome of the ■government bureaus at 
least arc beginning to admit iind correc^ their 
mistakes, as was well dfmonstratcd when 
the restriction against sliced bread was Ilnal- 
ly lltted. And Price Administrator Brown hn's 
. even gone so far as to .nay.tlmt "not a single 
OPA restriction Is going to last one .minute 
longer than is necessary." , 

There, is one point to be drawn trom this 
discussion, however. In spite ot all the waste, 

■ confusion and lost motion, there is a war to 
be won and wc must support the govern- 
mcn's War effort in every way possible, con- 
fining all our opposition to constructive criti- 
cism that we believe will be helpful. Nothing 
will be accomplished by as.'ialllun crackpot 
schemes with crackpot accusations. 

Now Is no time to be entertaining any 
thoughts like those being discussed at present 
In California, where resentment against 
"halt-baked theorists" has brought about, a 
demand for open rebellion agaln,st tlie fed- 
eral government. A people at war would be 
cutting their own throats by going to any 
such cxlrcmc.^. 

Perhaps there are a lot of .scores to be net- 
tled, buttinless they cainTC .settled in an or- 
derly manlier, all that should wait until after 
the war is won.
